WASHINGTON, April 19..Results of

the Georgia and Nebraska primaries,
to be held to-'morrow, ar* awaited here
with intense interest not only by poli¬
ticians of both parties, but even by
diplomats. Representatives of foreign
srovernments are anxious to know how
the people of the two important states,
typieal of such different sections of
the country, will record themselves on
the peace treaty issue.

In Georgia the fight .Is a straight-out
test of the strength of President Wil¬
son's position on the peace treaty.
There are three candidates in the
Democratic preferential primary. At¬
torney General A. Mitchell. Palmer is
running on a stand-by-the-President
platform, indorsing "every phaso" of
the Administration, including, of
course, the peace treaty.

Senator Hoke Smith, who voted to
ratify tho treaty with the Lodge res-

ervations, but who voted against ratl-
fication in November when the vote on

ratification without any reservations at
all was had, is running on his <wn

treaty position, .virtually that of tho

Republican maiority.
Watson a "Bitter Ender"

Tom Watson. the Georgia editor, is
the third candidate. His platform is
to kill the treaty absolutely. He has
been behind Reed'a'nd Borah ih their
.fTorts to bury the treaty, and he
entered the race only after Senator
Rced, whose name had been put up
by adrnirers, had withdrawn.
Thus, the vote in Georgia will show

fairly well what proportion of the
Democratic voters of this typieal
Southern state are standing squarely
behind the President on the treaty,
what propoition consider the majority
Republican position" more logical and
what proportion think the treaty ought
to be thrown overboard.
Co!d politieal judgment nere inclines

*o the belief that Smith will be vic-
torious. Indeed, the Palmer people, as
was told in The Tribune this morning,
have put out a statement which sur-
prised and shocked Administration
sipporters not in the Palmer camp by
¦ts apparent concession of defeat and
its apparent intention to put the blame
t'or defeat in advance on the Admin¬
istration rather than on Palmer per-sonally.

In Nebraska the results will not be
nearly so clear as in Georgia, for tho
reason that the fijrht between two rival
politieal machines.that dominated bySenator Hitchcock and that bossed byWilliam Jennings Bryan- is reallv
more important than what either Bryah
or Hitchcock stands for.

Bryan and Hitchcock Foes
The whole fight in Nebraska is aneffort to prevent Bryan from going to

San Francisco as a delegate. Hitch¬
cock is seeking indorsement in the
preferential primary as a candidate for
President, but no Democrat has entered
against him, so it is just a questionof how lar^e his vote will be. The
delegation will be instructed to vote
for Hitchcock, under the state law, if
only one man votes for him.
But the whole power of the Hitch¬

cock machine is being exerted to pre¬vent Bryan being a delegate to the
convention. At first Hitchcock was
disposed to permit Bryan to be a dele-
cate, but Bryan's managers insisted on
dominating the delegation, which made
agreement difflcult, and Arthur H.
Mullen, national committeeman, served
notice he would not stand for Pryan
going to the convention. Gradually the
light warmed up until now Hitchcock
himself, as well as his organization, is
working to beat Bryan. Defeated,Bryan will be able to get into the eon-
vention hall only as a writer for news-
papers. Elected, he will be delega'eand will be able to make speeches, not
only on candidates, but on the plat¬form planks.

Bryan's defeat, therefore, in the

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Bridgeport Police
Chief Suspended
As Sequel to Raid

Prosecuting Attorney and
Ousted Peace Officer As-
sail Mayor Wilson; More
Sensations Promised Soon

BRIDGEPORT, Conn., April 19..John
H. Redgate, superintendent of police,
was suspended to-night by the Board of

j.Police Commissioners as the result of
charges by Mayor Clifford B. Wilson
that improper police work caused him
to bring 150 private detectives from
New York to conduct a wholesale vice
crusade here on Saturday. Assistant
Superintendent Charles F. Suckley was
detailed by the commissioners as actingsuperintendent. Redgate declined to
comment on his suspension. No charges
were preferred against him.

Detectives said to-night that further
sensatiflnal developments involving other
high officers of the Bridgeport policeforce may be expected as a result of
their investigations of alleged irregu¬larities in the department.

Officials of Fairfield County attacked
Mayor Wilson to-day for employing pri¬vate detectives in the raids.

Sheriff Simeon Pease said the raids
were made without proper legal back-
mg, since the 150 operatives who cxe-
cuted them used Fairfield County de¬tective badges without authorization.

Say Raiders Lackcd Authority
;'They were all New York men," hesaid, "and so had no authority to con-duct raids here without warrants. sincethey were not even citizens of Con-necticut."
Alexander L. Delaney, prosecuting'attorney,.said that the raids were oon-ducted without his knowledge, and thathe had issued no warrants for the

arrests.

U. S. Law for Virgin Islands
Commitee Also Recommends

American Currency
WASHINGTON, April 19..Plans forAmericanizing and aiding the VirginIslands were recommended to Congressto-day by the joint commission which

recently visited the New American pos-sessions. Substitution of a code oflaws "based upon American principlesand ideals" for the present Danish
code, and of an American currencysystem for that now in use were amongithe recommendations of the commis-
sion, which was headed by Senator Ken-
yon, Republican, of Iowa, and Repre-1sentative Towner, Republican, of Iowa.
No change in the naval administra-

tion of the island was recommended,but reform in the tax system was ad-'vised. Other recommendations were:Educational work, improved mail
facilities, establishment of an agri-cultural experiment station, improvedtransportation by the Shipping Board,
an adequate water system for St.Thomas and St. Croix, removal of the
Christiansted Bar, and establishment
of libraries.

day when some of her leading citizens
inaugurated a movement to stamp out
full dress as an economic waste, un-
democratic and a nuisance. At the
same time one of them urged the re-
vival of the campaign for the longcr
use of business suits.
Judge John M. Paterson was the first

to join the movement for elimination
of the dress suit. He was quickly fol¬
lowed by two former Governors, Edwin
S. Stuart and William M. Bunn. All
three are ready to quit wearing even-
ing clothes to functions except those
in private homes of a strictly 3ocial
nature.

Wood Assured
Of Victory in
Jersey Contest

General Expected to Win
by 40,000 in Spite oi
Final Drive by Johnson
Forces to Get Delegates

Two Senators in Peril
--

Organization Backing Is
Given Opponent of Can*
didate From California

The New Jersey supporters of Gen-
eral Wood sent word to the Eastern
headquarters yesterday that nothing
that the Johnson men can do this week
in New Jersey will avail ln preventing
a Wood victory in the primaries on
Tuesday of next week. Captain Robert
J. Foster, one of the Wood organizers,
reported yesterday that while Senator
Johnson s supporters are making a lotof noise the Wood men are corralli icthe voters.
"Essex County will give a majorityof about 16,000 for Wood and the

state, as a whole, will go for Woodby about 40,000," said Captain Foster.Senator Borah began his speechmak-
mg for Senator Johnson at Trentonlast night and Senator Kenyon, ofIowa, will begin speaking in the state
to-night. It is understood that these
two Senators are in the field quite as
much to insure the election of Sena¬
tors Edge and Frelinghuysen as for
Senator Johnson. The two New Jer¬
sey Senators are being opposed by theWood men all over the state, and inthe case of a Wood sweep they not
only would be. left off the "big four"
delegation, but their political futures
might be problematical.

County Contests Begun
As the only two names on the Re¬

publican preferential primary ballots
will be General Wood and Senator
Johnson, the principal contest will be
between these two, and the result is
that both sides are already at gripsin a number of counties. General
Wood seems to have all the best of
the primary running. Hc has the
backing of the regular organization,with some few exceptions. He will
have a complete ticket in the field in
all the counties of the state, includingfour candidates for the four placesfor delegates-at-large. $If the four Wood candidates for
delegates-at-large had been bracketed
on the ticket it js doubtful if the John¬
son people would have had a chance.
At the Eastern headquarters in the

Imperial Hotel word was received that
large crowds greeted General Wood at
Steubenville, Ohio, where yesterday he
made his first speech of his second
tour of Ohio.

Election in Delaware
Colonel Thomas W. Miller, assistant

Eastern manager, went to Wilmingtonlast night to attend the RepublicanState Convention in that state to-day.The delegates-at-large to the Chicago
convention will be elccted to-day. Be¬
fore leaving, Colonel Miller said:
"The triumph of one du Pont follow¬

ing or the defeat of another in Dela¬
ware does not affect the political pros-
pects of General Wood. The general'sfriends are confident that Delaware
will east its entire six votes for Gen-
eral Wood on the first and subsequentballots in the Chicago convention."
Major W. H. H. Llewellyn, of Las

Cruces, N. M., one of the Rotgh Riders
with Roosevelt and Wood in the
Spanish-American War, yesterday sent
to Colonel Miller at the Eastern head¬
quarters a letter penned by ColonelRoosevelt while he was President, in
which he referred to General Wood as
follows:

"I am delighted with what you sayabout General Leonard Wood. Justicewill yet be awarded him by the Ameri¬
can people. Aside from his militaryrecord, he is a man of great executiveability, To know him is to love him."

In Ameriean Girl's

Death in France
Missing Friends Welfare

Workers' Body Found
Near Versailles With an
Abrasion Over Left Eye

PARIS, April 19..The body of Miss
Mary Ellen Appel, twertjty-six years old,
of Allentown, Pa., a Society of Friends
welfare worker, who had been missing
since April 7, was found last evening
by two boys while pickinar flowers in
a secluded part of the dense Gonr.ard
woods near Versailles.
A preliminary exainination of the

body gave no evidence of violence ex-
cept. for a slight abrasion over the left
eye which Dr, Fleury, official surgeonfor the Department of Seine-et-Oise,said to-day might have been caused byMiss Appel falling on a tree stumpnear which the body was found. Theauthonties at Versailles held that the
case <ras plainly a suicide by poison,and District Attorney Beylo, who hasassumed charge of the caie, has in-Rtructed Dr. Fleury not to perform anautopsy, as he considered it unneces-
fary unless specifically requested bythe relatives of Miss Appel in Allen¬town, who have been communicatedwith.
The examining physician said MissAppel had been dead eight days. Onthe bodv were found letters addressedto members of Miss Appel's family inAmerica, written legibly and carefully,stveral other letters, 616 francs, awatch, a diamond ring and earrings.A young woman to whom one of theletters was addressed, accompanied byDr. Young, manager of the Society of

Iriends organization, arrived at the
courthouse in Versailles this after-
noon. On opening the letter the youngwoman burst into tears, but refused todivulge its contents, merely saying,'

,*°J Marv> »he did away with her-
self.
When Miss Appel disappeared she

nad just returned from a vacation inthe British Isles and was to havejoined a unit starting for Vienna April7. She left her hotel before dinner,however, and failed to appear at the
train which was to carry the contingentto th«- Austrian capital. A search was
immediately instituted, with Amer canand French detectives cooperating withthe Society of Friends in the hunt.Dr. Fleury believes the cause of deoth
was neurasthenia and probably Miss
Appel's fear of her inability to standthe strain of the work in Vienna.

"The policy of the government re-

mains as defined in Mr. Balfour's dec-laration on November 2, 1917."
It will be recalled that Mr. Balfour'sdeclarahon on that occasion was to-the'effect that Great Britain was in accordwith the Jewish aspirations for the es-tublishment of a national home in Pales¬

tine, and would give its support to thisproject.

$150,000,000 Spent
ForNewspaperAds
In Twelve Months

Increase of 70 Per Cent
for 1919 Is Announced
by Publishers' Bureau at
Annual Session Here

National newspaper advertising la«t
year reached the total of $160,000,000,
according to the report of the Bureau
of Advertising submitted to the Ameri¬ean Newspaper Publishers Associationat a special meeting on the first day ofthe association's annual convention
jesterday. The convention will con-tinue throughout the week. Variouscomrmttees will hold their annualnvetings in the Waldorf-Astoria.

At yesterday's meeting the increasein national advertising among membersot the bureau during the year was esti-mated at 70 per cent, and the increase

seems to be Hmited only by thescarcity of paper. according to the re¬port.
It was also said the departments of

the Lnited States government hadspent from $1,675,000 to $2,000,000 in
newspaper advertising and that rail¬road advertising in large volume would
appear in the summer.
The Associated Press is scheduled tohold its annual meeting this morningm the Waldorf-Astoria, when directorsadvisory boards and various commit-tees will be electcd. At the luncheonwhich will follow Vice-PresidentThomas R. Marshall will be the prin-cipal speaker. work individually April 28 if the de¬
mands were not granted, the chairman's
association stated in a telegram to E. F.
Grable, of Detroit, president of the
brotherhood, in asking him to present
the request to the Labor Board, Presi¬dent Wilson and the General ManagersAssociation.
